their roads. (he prop. rticon of convicts which 
each county ahall be entitled to shail be as- 
cerained by the prison commission, as pro- 
vided in the act approved August 17, 1908, 
except in those counties created since the last 
United States census, their proportion shall 
be based upon the best information obtaina- 
ble in regard to th.e.r population. 

Should any county desire to work more 
than its proportion of convicts upon its roads, 
the county authorities shall, in their written 
demand, make requisiion upon the prison 
commission for .the number wanted in excess 
of their proportion, and the prison commis- 
sion shall furnish the number so required, 
to be paid for by the counties, as hereinafter 
provided.

‘Few people realize the enormous number 
of rodents which infest the centers of popu- 
lation. The rat population is much larger 
than the human population. Not only in the 
cities but in the country, the warehouses, ralii- 
road cars, boats and packing houses are 
breeding plagess From the producer .to the . 
consumer human food is preyed upon, run 
over and eaten by rats. Nocturnal in their 
habits, they infest houses, barns and alleys 
without human knowledge. Burrowing under 
houses and walks, they breed with great 
rapidiy. When a rat becomes sick withthe 
plague it travels along the numerous run- 
ways, scattering plague-infested fleas, and 
at last dies in some inaccessible spot under 
‘pome building. Here in its dead body thé 
germs are preserved for months and at last 
blown along in the dust. Therefore it is 
necessary not only to destroy the life of the 
rodent, but its carcass as well. . . . The 
remedy which promises most is the removal 
of rat producing conditions, and here con- 
crete comes to the front. again, es the sub- 
stitution of concrete in all surface and un- 
derground construction is the rat's greatest 
foe.

It is im- 
possible that there can be an organiza- 
tion or body Known to the federal law, 
unless created either by the constitu- 
tion or by statute. If there were a cab- 
inet created by taw, its powers and 
duties would be defined by law, as well 
@s the designation of those who should 
compose it, their terms of Office, ther 
official] compensation, etc. But there 
is nothing of the Kind to be found tIn 
either the constitution or statute law of 
the Lnited States. 

“The cabinet, then, 
Organization. is purely a 
ing. it is true, poth popular 
@ial recognition, but still entirely un- 
known to the law. NO man has ever 
been nominated, confirmed or appointed 
as a menwber of the cabinet. Therefore, 
those who have the title of cabinet of- 
cer, simply enjoy a title by courtesy, 
and not a title by law. Those who are 
thus py courtesy called cabinet officers, 
@re, in fact, the heads of the executive 
departments of the government, such as 
the secretary of state, the secretary of 
the treasury. the secretary of war, the 
attorney general, etc., etc. 

“Now, the _ pertinent 
there 4s nothing in the 
which makes these severa: 
partments ex-otficio members ot 
body which, by courtesy, 1s calied 
cabinet,’ nor is there any provision or 
law which makes them ex-olhcio tne 
econsellors of the president. ‘lhere is 
nothing which would require the presi- 
dent to recognize them as such, unless 
he chose to do so. Still, by custom, 
it has grown into a recognized prac- 
tice for the heads of the severai de- 
partments to constitute the presidents 
cabinet. The practice originated tn tne 
Grst administration of ‘Washington,

any official counsellors. In the exercise 
of his constitutional prerogatives he 
could not be required by any law to act 
upon the advice vor counsel of any one, 
or to accept of any specified person as 
counsellor against -his~ will. He can 
‘ake the whheads of departments, or ne 
can, if he wishes, pass thém by and 
take in their places the assistant sec- 
retaries of each department, or any 
Others whom he might choose. 

“The term cabinet, which belongs to 
the English ministry, is by courtesy 
extended to the heads of departments 
under our government because of a 
Supposed analogy in the functions of 
the two. But they are radically dif- 
ferent The English ministry are in 
fact the executive government, and 
the King is a tigurehead. The president 
of the United States is tn fact the 
executive government, and the heads 
of departments are mere clerks when- 
ever his judgment or will opposes 
theirs. It is narrated of Mr. Lincoln 
that once alt a cabinet meeting a ques- 
tion of much interest was discussed 
whether certain action Should or 
should not be taken. At the conclusion 
the cabinet officers present 

the affirmative Mr. Lincoln 
then said, ‘Upon this question I vote 
no; so the yeas are six and the nays 
are one, and the nays have it,’ and that 
closed the question. His one vote out- 
welgheq and nullified the other six 
votes of the cabinet. 

“These heads of departments who are 
called cabinet officers are not consti- 
tutional officers; that is, they are not 
created by the constitution. They are 
created by act of congress, and could 
be abolished in the same way. 

Lies Entirely With President. 


“Tt necessarily follows from the fore- 
going that the president can invite the 
vice president to sit at his council 
board if he wishes to do so, ang the 
vice president could accept or decline 
Atgwill. It is scarcely possible, how- 
ever, that such an invitation will ever 
be extended to a vice president, or 
that any vice president would accept 
the invtation if tendered. It woulg be 
not only a step down, but many steps 
down, for a vice president to become a 
member of the president's cabinet. 
From the vice president, a constitu- 
tional officer, the president of the sen- 
ate and standing next in succession to 
the president of the United States, it 
is a far cry to a seat In a cabinet the 
members of which, as such, have liter- 
aly no power save that approveg by 
the president, who can, furthermore. 
at anv moment remove any one of 
them upon any whim or caprice. I 
think it unfortunate that under our 
system the cabinet hag not greater 
power and the president less, but the 
fact is as 1 have stated it. 

“Aside from the consideration men- 
tioned. the constitutional: duties of the 
vice president in presiding over the 
Senate are engrossing during the ses- 
sions of congress, ang he would have 
no time to attend cabinet meetings, 
or to attend to other duties devobing 
upon cabinet officers. 

“The office of vice 
United States is one of great dignity 
and importance, and ‘no additional 
functions are needeg to make it more 
so. It is of course greatly to be de- 
sired that there should: be the most 
harmonious and confidential relations 
between the president and the vice 
president, and Mr. Bryan’s desire in 
this regard is to be greatly applauded. 
(nfortunately it is a well-known fact 
that such relations do not always ex- 
ist between these high officials: nor, 
indeed, do they in the majority of in- 
Stances; but it is to be doubted wheth- 
er service in the cabinet by the vice 
president would remove the barrier to 
their existence.

Financiers Consider the Qutlook 
for Future Most Hopeful 


RAILROAD BONDS IN DEMAND 


New Issues Find Ready Sale—Every- 
thing Indicates That Business 
im the United States is Rap- 
idly Returning to a 
Normal Basis. 


New York, July 26.—The financial! 
Aarkets all gave clear expression last 
week to the growth of confidence in 
the improvement in the situation of af- 
fairs and to the hopeful spirit over the 
future. 

In the stock market, the movement 
Was 80 pronounced and carried to such 
lengths as to give rise so some appre- 
hension of excess. The broadening 
Outside demand for securities was 
taken advantage of, for this reason, 
to effect large realizing of speculative 
holdings. The professional board- 
room traders expressed their doubts 
over the movement by persistent short 
Sales on the advances. 

It was not until the end of the week 
ihat prices yielded. The manner in 
which the market digested these sales 
for various accounts, gave a most 
Siriking demonstration of the scope of 
the new movement and its passing 
from the more artificial stage of prou- 
fessionalism and manipulation which 
have been conspicuous for several 
weeks. Evidence of excess in the 
movement was found the kind of re- 
ports regarding some of the indus- 
trials which were put in circulation, 
and which were met with formal de- 
nials from official sources. Alleged ar- 
rangement for immediate resumption of 
tpe full mill capacity by the United 
Siates Steel Corporation and by some 
of the railrvuad eyupment companies 
uffer samples of such reports. 


Betterment in Demand. 


More authentic information confirmed 
the gradugl betterment in demand 
Which was being felt, but moderated 
the terms of the accounts for specu- 
lative effect. Thus President Corry, 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
piaced the present raie of activity of 
their works at 536 per cent of capacily. 
These occasional admonitions against 
Speculative exaggeration did not dis- 
cOurage the new growth of confidence. 

Evidently the movement of the spec- 
ulative markets was disposed to look 
to tne longer future, arguing from the 
extreme depression which resuited from 
financial upheaval of last year, 
the prospect of coming resumption of 
norma! conditions of activity and the 
contrast in price valuations of securi- 
ties which this prospect suggested. 
Besides. the growth of outside specu- 
‘ative operations prompted by this 
view, there was a notable increase of 
more solid tnvestment demand, based 
convinced assurance of intrinsic 
values at present levels of prices. This 
kind of demand was especially marked 
in the bond department at the stock 
exchange. where the week's sales rose 
to the extraordinary total of $25,000,000 
par value. This heavy aggregate of 
transactions was cherished also by 
unusual variety and absence of ex- 
cessive congestion in a handful of Is- 
sues from any individual causes, testi- 
fving thus to the breadth and genera! 
factors of the demand. 
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Ready Sale of Railroad Bonds. 


Not only tn the business in the bond 
department of the stock exchange, but 
amongst bond houses outside the ex- 
change was this revival of investment 
demand to be seen. Placing of new 
hond issues by railroad companies in 
the hands of bankers and the ready 
sale of such Issues. showed the extent 
to which the revival was having its 
influence These new issues, for the 
most part, are ofa high grade of S8e- 
curity. old treasury holdings of first 
mortgage bonds being resorted to In 
many cases and the issue prices being 
at a rate of discount which evidences 
the distance still to be traversed be- 
fore norma! conditions of corporation 
eredit are re-established. The week's 
bond business its recognized, neverthe- 
less. as proof of the material progress 
made towards this norma! condition 
and towards facility in 
Capital necessary for the resumption of 
enterprises brought to a standstil! by 
the drying up of the springs of credit. 
Another important development in this 
field was the placing of some large 
blocks of American bonds abroad, Sa'es 
of exchange against these foreign sub- 
scriptions was sufficient to cause a 
treak in the price of foreign exchange 
and to put a stop to gold exports. 

The Victory of Standard Oil. 


The reversal by the appeal court of 
the $29,000,000 fine on the Standard Ol! 
Company, decreed by a lower court, 
was given a place of importance in 
the week's deVelopments by the finan- 
cial community. It is relied on to 
quiet fears of foreign capital that 
American corporations are in danger 
of encroachment to the point of con- 
fiscation. 

Confidence is unabated. Crops wi!l 
offer a profitable vield and afford a 
substantial underlying basis for re- 
pair of wealth. The evident turn in 
the tide of the currency movement 
shown by the fall in New York ex- 
change at Chicago, is viewed with 
tranquility in view of the heavy sur- 
plus of banking reserves. The only 
effect has been a slight hardening in 
time money rates for periods carrying 
over the end of the yean The devei- 
opment of an interior demand for cur- 
rency, in fact; is made a.factor for 
edditional encouragement as a proof 
of increased business activity.

REV. W. P. LOVEJOY ON 
THE NEGRO IN POLITICS 


Ray Stannard Baker closes an article on the 
above subject in the June number of The 
American Magazine in this wise: 

“‘So democracy, though black, is encroach~ 
ing in the world-old way on aristocracy; how 
far negroes can go toward real d¢mocratic 
eitizenship in the various lines—indusirial, 
political, soeial—no man knows. We can see 
the fight; we do not know how the spoils of 
war will finally be divided.” 

If this is the final conclusion of this writer 
after giving to the solution of the negro 
problem such study as he has been abie, he 
has barely scratched the surface of the real 
situation. His premises are not true, hence 
his conclusion is erroneous. To assume that 
there is a black democracy in the south 
which is encroaching on the white aristoracy 
of the south is a figment of the imagination 
To teach the negro such a false conception 
of his true relation to the southern whites is 
to put wild notions into his head as to what 
he is and what the future holds for him. To 
show that southerners are not by themseives 
in thelr way of thinking 1 quote from an 
article ia The North American Review of 
July, 1908, by Professor A. B. Hart, of Har- 
vard university: 

“The vast and absorbing problem before 
him (the southern white man) is that of the 
relation of two ractés, for emancipation did 
not remove the fundamental difficulty—the

presence of a non-European race, formerly 
servile and PERMANENTLY INFERIOR TO 
THE WHITE RACE IN CAPACITY AND 
POWBDR OF PROGRESS. The old abolition- 


ists, the emancipators and the framers of 
the reconstruction acts were all affected by 
the belief. which seemed justified by the ex- 
perience of foreign immigrants, that freedom 
would bring out a latent manhood, would de- 
velop a sense of responsibility. If, as many 
supposed, the negro was a black white man, 
a belated scion of civilization, the race 
problem would now be very different, but 
forty years’ experience has shown that though 
individual negroes, especially those having 
some white blood, show high capacity and 
some of them rise to greatness, and though 
most individuals of the race can profit by 
education. still the average of the .negro 
race is much below that of the white race.’’ 
The parallel Mr. Baker seeks to run 0be- 
tween the common white people and the ante- 
bellum aristocrats of the south and the ne- 
groes and whites of the south of today ts 
wide of the mark. In the first piace, the 
difference between the masses of the whites 
and the few whom he calls the aristocrats 
before the war was due to the accident of 
wealth and not to blood. The 10 per cent of 
aristocrats owned slaves, the rest did not. 


It was the destruction of the rich man's 
wealth that revealed to the poor man the 
fact that himself and the former 
siave-owner essential differ- 
ence. In the ond the non-slave 
ewners outnumbered those who owned slaves 
ten to one, whereas. the south there are 
today twice as many whites as blacks. 
There was ground for a genuine democracy 
then; there is none now. It is the wildest 
fanaticjsm to continue to exploit that hor- 
rible dogma that wrought so much mischief 
during the days reconstruction in the 
south, namely, the negro is as good ag the 
white man. With this false notion in their 
heads hundreds of well-meaning men and 
women came from the north to teach the ne- 
gro sO0cial equality and dbther hurtful heresies. 
Clese contact with the brother in biack 
speedily opened the eyes of these Christian 
teachers and many of them returned td thetr 
northern homes thoroughly disgusted with 
the negro and with Iittie hope that he would 
ever come to be the equal of the white man. 

No, the negro ts not the equal of the white 
man. He is not the same being as the white 
man. How the racial and other differences 
have come about that make the white race 
superior to the black race no man certainly 
knows. But that the one LS superior the 
other no man who knows the two races will 
for a moment question, much less deny. And 
to say, as Mr. Baker does, that ‘“‘democracy, 
though black, is encroaching in the world- 
old way on aristocracy’’ Is the sheerest non- 
sense. 

The writer displays his lack of accurate 
knowledge of the rea! situation In the south 
in the following statement: 

“‘Now the chief object of any aristocracy, 
the reason why it wishes to monapolize gov- 
ernment and learning, is BECAUSE IT 
WISHES TO SUPERVISE THE DIVISION 
OF LABOR AND THE PRODUCTS OF LA-« 
BOR (caps his). That is the bottom fact. 
Paraphrase this statement and it reads thus. 
“The reason why the white people of the 
south intend fo dominate and control in all 
the affairs of this southland end to hold 
the negro in the place to which his inferjority 
assigns him is because they wish to super- 
vise the division of labor and the products 
of labor.’’ Now, so far from that being the 
bottom fact, it is no reason at all. The bot- 
tom fact is this: The white people of the 
south have settled one thing, namely, the 
blood of the Anglo-Saxon shall never course 
in the same veins with the blood of the ne- 
gro. The best race of this North American 
continent, with the loftiest ideals and the 
noblest aims, shall never be dragged down 
to the level of African animalism by a pro- 
cess of miscegenation. The fifteenth amend- 
ment to the national constitution will sooner 
become obselete than this unwritten law, 
which is graven on the hearis of southern 
whites, shall be abrogated. And to ascribe to 
those in oontrol in the soutlf the mercenary 
motives aftributed to them by Mr. Baker te 
to lose sight of the lofty ideals which the 
white leaders of the south have set before 
them. 

White men of the south are legisiating for 
the negro; they are fixing his place; HW 
WILL NOT BE ALLOWED TO FIX IT FOR 
HIMSELF—not until he develops more of the 
characteristics of a man. Whatever outsiders 
may think or say of the position taken by 
the southern white man toward the negro, we 
honestly believe that we are doing the best 
for the negro. 

A great hue and cry has been raised about 
the disfranchisement iegisiation which has 
been enacted by several of the southern 
states. The truth is, the south is simply, 
though tardily, following the example of 
some at the north who claim for themselves 
a monopoly of wisdom and righteousness.

He Commends the Work of the 
Peace League and Says He Is 
Glad to Accept the Posi- 
tion of Honorary 
President. 


New York, July 26.—President Roose- 
velt has accepted the honorary presi- 
dency of the Peace and Arbitration 
League, which is the outgrowth of the 
North Carolina congress, and which 
has as its objective adequate armame + 
and effective arbitration. President 
Roosevelt's letter accepting the hon- 
orary presidency was made public to- 
day by Hayne Davis, former president 


of the league. 


Hoosevelt’s Letter. 
It follows: 


“My Dear Mr. Davis: I am in receipt 
of your letter enclosing notice of my 
election as first honorary president of 
the Peace League, and gladly accept, 
for I most emphatically believe that 
the whole American people should subh- 
scribe to what you call your ‘practical 
program for peace;’ that is, to the doc- 
trine that we should provide adequate 
armament to protect us all against ag 
gression, and at the same time strive 
for the effective arbitration of any and 
disputes that may arise between 
us and foreign powers where it is p3- 
sible to submit to arbitration.

The full sig- 
nificance of his act, however, depends 
upon Viewing it in the light pf the 
fact that the Anglo-French form for 
@rbitration treaties, which has been 
the most popular in Europe hereto- 
fore, reserves, among other thngs, all 
Questions affecting the vital interests 
of tMe contracting powers. 

“The president has now thrown his 
influence on the side of those Ameri- 
cans who demand that all governments 
expressly recognize and agree to re- 
Spect the most vital rights of nations, 
that is, their territory and sovereign- 
and at the same time provide for 
the arbitration of all other questions, 
upon this guarantee, as a safe foun- 
dation for international justice. 

“The approaching North Carolina 
peace congress will take place at 
Greensboro, October 11-16, at which 
time that city will be celebrating its 
centennia!.

HOME MANURES. 


J. B. Lanier, Brooklet, Ga.—I wish to make 
an inguiry about how to prepare compost 
such as stable manure and other litters. I 
would like to be informed how to mix it 
with potash, acids and so on Do vou thirtk 
it necessary to put cotton seed with compost? 
If [ put five loads of compost to the acre, 
how much acid and potash would be required 
for the five loads” 

Answer—‘Composting’’, barn-yarq ma- 
nureg Was once thought to be “quite 
the thing,” and agricultural editors 
and writers gave more or less elab- 
orate details for doing the mixing. 
But of late years—since the advent of 
the experiment stations—such labori- 
Ous handlings have been found un- 
necessary and unprofitable, and it Is 
now quite generally agreed that the 
less the labor bestowed in handling 
manures the better, and 
advice to clean out the stalls 
as often as may be convenient and 
haul the green, unfermented manure 
to the land that is to be planted sev- 
eral months hence, or even as far in 
the future as next spring, and spread 
boadcast, or in row furrows and plow 
in at once or as s00On as convenient. 
This advice is based on the fact that 
the labor of handling with fork and 
shovel in order to make a compost is 
too great; and on the additional fact 
that the compost mixture is worth no 
more than the sum total of the several 
ingredients composing it; and the ad- 
ditional fact that’ the longer the ma- 
nure stays in the stall or yard the 
more it loses value. 

Where it is not convenient to haul 
out and distribute, there are two ways 
left open for choice: (i) Let the ma- 
nure stay in the stalis, mixing the 
soiled litter with the dry and adding 
fresh litter as needed, and hauling 
out as may be convenient. (2) Or, you 
may clean out the stalls, every day, or 
twice or three times a week, and pile 
the litterand manure uunder a manure 
shed, sprinkling each layer of 6 inches 
thick with enough acid phosphate and 
kainit, say one of kafnit and five of 
acid, to make fifty pounds to the ton 
of manure, then tramping the mass 
down firmly to prevent excessive heat- 
ing. Even when managed with the 
greatest care in the way wey describ- 
ed, the loss of nitrogen (in the form 
of ammonia carbonate) will be consid- 
erable and continuing, and therefore 
the manure shoulg be put into the 
ground whenever it becomes practi- 
cable to do so by the removal of the 
maturing crop.

Ga.—I come to your 
question corner for the firet time and ask 
that vou give information oh the following: 

(1.) Is slaked carbide or waste from car- 
bide after it has been exhausted for light- 
ing purposes any good as a fertiliser? 

(2.) Advise remedies for destroying chicken 
mites, fleas and germs on premises, fowls 
and dogs and how to prevent mosquitoes from 
raising in wells, and oblige a subscriber to 
your valuable paper 

Answer—!. The waste product from 
the acetyline generator is nothing but 
Siaked lime, and worth no more than 
ordinary air-slaked lime for fertilizing 
purposes. If you can get it into a 
well-pulverized condition, you may 
find it of some value if spread at rate 
of ten to twenty bushels per acre on 
mucky soils, or on clay galis in the 
fall or beginning of winter. 

2. To get rid of req mites (the species 
that is common), it will be necessary 
to clean fowl house by scalding with 
boiling water and then applying a 
whitewash of lime made up in the 
usual way, using water containing 
5 per cent of crude carbolic acid. Bear 
in mind that the mites, as a rule, do 
not breed on the fowls, nor do they 
remain on them during the day. A 
spray of kerosene or gasoline is sure 
and quick death to these and all other 
poultry insects that infest the roosts 
and fowl houses. 

To get rid of fleas, get rid of the 
dogs and cats, or wash them twice a 
week with “dog soap” (carbolic soap). 
Thoroughly clean up the premises and 
sprinkle slaked lime everywhere. If 
dogs are permitted on floors, the open 
joints of the same afford a good place 
for the female flea to lay her eggs,
